Peoples Minds: under their Condud,- ſhould beſo far alienated as 
to feel a horror, and deteſtation of her. | | 


..The Clergy has long time, wath grich perceived the fad Effects 
avs 1 | 
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"The laft Aſſembly, in Eighty two, tpon this account iſſued one 
a Paſtoral Advertiſement, dire&ed to thoſe of the pretended Re- 
formation. They thought by exhorting and preſſing them to ex- 
plicatethe reaſons why'they ſeparated from us, they might mdiice 
them'to make a more ſerious Refle&tion 3 and that they would be 
aſhamed to ſee their Breach with us, to have been grounded only 
upon Calumnies, and Suppoſitions. | - 

- And God be praiſed,their endeavours were not wholly fruſtrate 
for ' of the almoſt infinite nnmber of Heretics, who have fince 
that time been converted, there are but very few who did not re- 
turn .tothe Boſom of their Mother Church, upon the force of this 
invincible Argument ; that feeing there cannot be any lawful cauſe 
of Separation, all thoſe which the 'pretended Reform'd alledg 
in their behalf, can bear no weight. 

-- But there is one obſtacke which did, and does at-preſent, hinder
